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Ontario is 
now Wynne’s 
World 

P remier Kathleen Wynne pulled off an astounding 
victory in the Ontario election campaign Thursday 
night, restoring the scandal-plagued Liberals to a 
majority government. 

She also ended the political careers of Progressive Con¬ 
servative Leader Tim Hudalc and possibly NDP Leader 
Andrea Horwath, both of whom were in their second 
campaigns as party leaders. The magnitude of Wynne's 
victory — especially in light of the huge amount of politi¬ 
cal baggage the Liberals carried into this campaign — 
means she is now firmly in charge of her party and the 
province for the next four years. We don't think that's 
good for Ontario. 

We think the alliances Wynne has formed and the 
promises she has made for the support of Ontario's public 
sector unions will cost far more than taxpayers — 80% of 
whom work in the private sector for lower salaries, pen¬ 
sions and benefits — can afford. 

We think her claim she can balance the Ontario budget 
by 2017-2018 is a fantasy, unless she cuts government 
programs and lays off workers, as Ontario Public Service 
Employees Union President Smolcey Thomas has pre¬ 
dicted she will. 

We shudder to think of what new scandals the Liberals 
have in store for us, now that they've been given a pass on 
the ones they've already committed — gas plants, Ornge, 
e-Health and more — over the last 11 years. 

We credit Hudalc with telling voters the truth — that 
Ontario's beleaguered economy is going to continue to 
underperform until government spending and debt is 
brought under control and that as part of that effort, the 
public service has to be downsized. 

But voters — subjected to an unprecedented stream of 
millions of dollars worth of attack ads against Hudalc by 
both public and private sector unions in bed with the Lib¬ 
erals — concluded otherwise. 

That means the Conservatives are now in for a long and 
painful process of rebuilding their policies and their party 
and finding a new leader who can deliver the former and 
inspire the latter. Nor was it a good night for the NDP's 
Horwath, who, while she improved the NDP seat count, 
failed to make the breakthrough for which she hoped. 
However, she can probably hold onto her job, if she wants 
it. Simply put, Ontario is Wynne's World for the next four 
years. 

Hold onto your wallets.

Clean electricity deal important 


Ontario needs to continue with its 
investment in a clean electricity system 
that will provide us with much-needed 
flexibility to align our electricity supply 
needs with changing economic and 
environmental circumstances. 

Wind energy is cheaper than new 
nuclear power and cost-competitive 
with new hydroelectric development. It 
isn't subject to the risks of rising costs 
that natural gas faces as a result of fuel 
price variability and a potential future 
price on carbon emissions to address 


climate change. 

Wind energy is also recognized as 
one of the safest and most environmen¬ 
tally friendly forms of new electricity 
generation. 

It is vital for Ontarians to understand, 
as confirmed by Power Advisory LLC , 
that wind energy accounted for only 5% 
of the increase in Ontario's electricity 
bills between 2009 and 2012, and is not 
a key driver of rising electricity bills. 

The bulk of rising rates is a result of 
necessary upgrades to power genera¬ 


tion plants and transmission systems. 

Any political party that advocates a 
shift away from wind energy has yet to 
demonstrate how their proposals will 
address the challenges of providing 
what Ontarians want: clean, affordable, 
safe new electricity supply.

Barrie marks National Aboriginal Day with 
a unique event on Friday that celebrates film, 
music, dancing and performance, arts and 
crafts and storytelling. 

It is the first of its kind for the Mady Centre 
for the Performing Arts. 

It was upcoming 20th anniversary of the 
film Dance Me Outside that started the ball 
rolling last year when actor, producer Jennifer 
Podemski made an appearance at the Barrie 
Film Festival (BFF) in conjunction with 
another film she did, Empire of Dirt. 

“The 20th anniversary screening was a sug¬ 
gestion of Jennifer's,' 7 said BFF director Clau- 
dine Benoit, of joining forces with Podemski 
(and her company Redcloud Studios) to 
present the event. “She is the heart behind 
this project and we are very happy to work 
with her on what is sure to be a great event." 

Podemski, an award-winning Gemini 
nominated actor, will be at the screening for 
a Q&A after the 7 p.m. film, along with a 
couple of other special guests - Adam Beach, 
known for Arctic Air, Flags Of Our Fathers, 
Hell On Wheels and Ryan Rajendra Black, 
who also appeared in Dance Me Outside. 

“The film is an institution of Canadian 
film-making (that) became a cult success," 
said Podemski, who lives in Innisfil. “I still get 
invited places to screenings of the film." 

She credits Dance Me Outside, which was 
directed by Bruce McDonald, with launching 
her career and Adam Beach's. The Genie 
Award winning film is based on a book by W. 
P. Kinsella, which traces the lives of a group of 
friends who live on a reservation and have 
lots of teenage angst. Then there's the 
murder. 

An evening reception to meet the cast takes 
place at the Mady Centre on Saturday night. 
It also features musical performances by Juno 
Award-winning singer songwriters Digging 
Roots and award-winning hip-hop 

artist Plex. Both artists live locally. 

This event is ticketed separately, $45, and is 
a fundraiser for the Adam Beach Film Insti¬ 
tute for Aboriginal youth. 

Earlier in the day, there is drop-in at the 
Mady Centre from 2-5 p.m. with drumming, 
dancing, performance, arts and crafts, story¬ 
telling. Admission is free and everyone is 
welcome. 

“It's a way to experience part of the aborigi¬ 


nal community that otherwise one would not 
have access to," said Podemski, who wanted 
to make it accessible to all. 

Activities kick off on Friday night with the 
screening of Arctic Defenders at the Uptown 
Theater, 7 p.m. It will have a Q&A with Eliza¬ 
beth Klinck, visual researcher for the docu¬ 
mentary as well as many other broadcasters 


and independent production companies in 
Canada, U. S. and the U. K. 

In addition to Dance Me and Empire of 
Dirt, Podemski is also known for CBCs The 
Rez, Jimmy P and Take this Waltz. She has 
appeared on television in shows such as 
Republic of Doyle and Degrassi: The Next 
Generation - where for nine years she played 


guidance counsellor Mrs. Souve. In addition, 
she has written and created shows that have 
appeared on the Aboriginal Television Net¬ 
work, Showcase, Space and other smaller 
networks such as Vision TV.

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24-hour trial 
shifts for 
Innisfil 
firefighters

The Town of Innisfil has ratified a new collective agreement 
with the Innisfil Professional Firefighters Association, that will 
give full-time professional firefighters a 2.26% raise over the 
two years of the contract, which expires Dec. 31, 2015. 

The increase will mean that a Firefighter 5th Class will see 
his or her salary increase from $61,881 per annum to $63,281; 
a Firefighter 1st Class will go from $88,401 to $90,401; and a 
captain with over three years of experience, from $101,661 per 
year to $103,960. 

It was another clause in the contract that generated more 
debate. 

The agreement proposes a 42-hour work week for profes¬ 
sional firefighters, divided into two platoons, and introduces 
the concept of a 24-hour shift on a trial basis. 

Coun. Lynn Dollin was opposed. 

"I have the greatest respect for firefighters," she said. "They 
deserve higher pay, they deserve to retire earlier." 

But, she said, she was concerned about the 24 hour shifts, 
and "the gap between the wages of those who can strike, and 
those who are declared essential services," a gap that is 
widening. 

Professional firefighters are deemed an essential service 
and prevented from striking; instead, wage disputes are set¬ 
tled through interest arbitration, a process that has resulted in 
huge hikes for some municipalities. 

She cited a 26% increase in the firefighting budget in 
Scugog, relating to the wage increases for four full-time fire¬ 
fighters, and suggested that municipalities hesitate to chal¬ 
lenge proposed agreements for fear of arbitration. 

Dollin said she was opposed to the 24-hour shifts, which 
would translate into seven days of work per month, per fire¬ 
fighter quoting from a report that called it a "well-paid full¬ 
time wage for a part-time job. I can't support paying an 
employee to sleep. 

"To me, working seven days a month is not productive. 
People cannot work 24-hour days. They need some down 
time. If they're not getting any sleep, that scares me more," 
she added. 

But Coun. Doug Lougheed pointed out that the 24-hour 
shift was proposed on a trial basis. 

"It's not etched in the agreement, but I think there are some 
wins in the contractual agreement," he said. 

Fire Chief Ion Pegg pointed out that those on an overnight 
shift are currently permitted to take a rest break, once they 
have completed their work, and there are no calls. 

Mayor Barb Baguley also took exception to the suggestion 
that "these are part-time jobs. These are full-time professional 
firefighters." 

Baguley noted that the 12-month trial period would be an 
opportunity to see if the model "fits our municipality. It's not 
uncommon for firefighters to work 24-hour shifts." 

Council voted 7-1 to ratify the agreement.

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The Animal Control By-Law 

By-Law No. 068-06 of the Town of Innisfil, known as the Animal 
Control By-Law, is designed for the licensing, restraining, 
regulating and control of Animals, as well as for the impounding 
and disposing of Animals. Any person who contravenes 
any provision of the By-Law is guilty of an offence and upon 
conviction, is liable to a fine under the Provincial Offences Act. 

The term Animal means all species of fauna excluding humans, 
fish and aquatic invertebrates, both Domestic and Prohibited. 

Some interesting provisions under the By-Law worth noting: 

• No person shall own, control, possess, board or harbour more 
than two (21 doas on any property within the Town. Does not 
apply to Service dogs, and dogs under the age of 90 days or a 
pet store or a farming operation. 

• No person shall erect an enclosure for containing an Animal 
within one metre of any property line or within three metres of 
a neighbouring Dwelling Unit (house). 

• Any Animal found running at large (not on property of owner or 
when on the property not on a leash and/or under the control 
of the person responsible for the Animal) may be captured and 
impounded by the Municipal Law Enforcement Officer and 
shall be kept in a Pound for up to 5 days. 

• If the Animal is not claimed by the owner within the 5 days and 
the costs and charges of the Pound paid, the Animal may be 
thereafter destroyed or otherwise disposed of by the direction 
of the Pound keeper. 

• The Owner of a dog shall obtain a licence annually and shall 
register the dog and pay the annual fees (ranges from $15 
to $250). 

Dangerous Dog - means any individual dog that: 

• Has killed a Domestic Animal without provocation 

• Has bitten or injured a human being or Domestic Animal 
without provocation 

• Is attack trained or shows the disposition or tendency to be 
threatening or aggressive 

• Is kept for the purposes of security or protection of a person’s 
property 

Provision of Needs - every person who keeps an Animal 
within the Town shall provide the Animal with: 

• Clean, fresh drinking water, available and suitable food of 
sufficient quantity and quality to allow for normal, healthy 
growth and the maintenance of normal, healthy body weight 

• Food and water receptacles kept clean and disinfected and 
located so as to avoid contamination by excreta 

• The opportunity for periodic exercise sufficient to maintain 
good health (including being unfettered from a fixed area and 
exercised regularly) 

• If kept outside, the area must be at least twice the length of the 
Animal, contains a house or shelter for protection from heat, 
cold and wet and a fence suitable to maintain control of the 
Animal and prevent it from running at large. 

• Necessary veterinary medical care when the Animal exhibits 
signs of pain, illness or suffering 

Some Prohibited Animals are: kangaroos, monkeys, wolves, 
coyotes, foxes, raccoons, skunks, elephants, bats, dolphins, 
porcupines, squirrels, crocodiles, alligators, anacondas, 
cobras, rattlesnakes, tarantulas, spiders, scorpions.

Tornado wreaks havoc

ESSA TWP. — The force of the tor¬ 
nado that wreaked so much havoc and 
destruction on an Angus subdivision 
Tuesday also left its mark on other parts 
of Simcoe County. 

The 13-lcilometre long track of 
destruction — beginning in south 
Angus, crossing Essa Township and 
eventually ending due east in the Essa 
and Athabaska roads area of south 
Barrie — is clearly seen from the air. 

The worst of the damage from the EF2 
tornado in Angus was on Stonemount 
and Banting crescents in the east-side 
subdivision, off the 5th Line of Essa 
Township. 

An EF2 tornado is classified as a tor¬ 
nado that can blow off roofs and uproot 
trees with wind speeds of 180 to 220 
kilometres an hour. 

A dozen or more homes had roofs 
and even their second floors lifted away 
or ripped apart. Some were fortunate to 
have less damage, but still lost shingles 
and more. 

The tornado tracked a line due east 
through back yards between the two 
streets, crumpling fences and spreading 
large amounts of debris between the 
rows of houses. An over-sized cube van 
was tipped on its side. 

Swaths of damage, like a giant hand 
had just waved down trees by the hun¬ 
dreds, could be found in patches 
stretching from Angus to Barrie, show¬ 
ing the power of the EF2 tornado. 

A was destroyed on the 6th Line near 
Utopia and the 8th Line was riddled 
with fallen trees and crews were out in 
full force on Wednesday. 

As the twister moved east, it touched 
down on the Tiffin Conservation Centre 
near the 8th Line, toppling trees and 
moments later, trees were flattened on 
either side of the towering high voltage 
transmission lines just east of the con¬ 
servation centre, located about five kilo¬ 
metres west of Barrie.

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Work crews were also busy 
Wednesday morning cleaning 
many fallen trees along the 10th 
Line, north of 25 Sideroad. 

After touching down momentar¬ 
ily on Tangle Creek Golf Golf and 
Country Club and taking out trees, 
the tornado moved into the south 
west corner of Barrie, taking out 
more trees and knocking out power. 

An area around Essa and 
Athabaslca roads was pummelled 
with high winds. At least eight 
homes in the area received varying 
degrees of damage from falling 
trees. No injuries were reported. A 
hydro pole was snapped at the 
intersection, forcing police to close 
it and reroute traffic. 

Across the road at Secure Store, 
40-foot and 20-foot long steel ship¬ 
ping containers, weighing 9,800 
and 5,000 pounds respectively, 
were tossed and pushed, some¬ 
times 20 feet or more. Some of the 
20-foot containers were thrown into 
a neighbour's backyard. 

The same storm cell that pro¬ 
duced the Angus tornado also 
spawned high winds that destroyed 


a barn in Innisfil. South Simcoe 
police say a very large storage barn 
had been blown apart and debris 
had struck the nearby farm house 
near the 10th Line and the 20th 
Sideroad. 

The barn was totally destroyed 
and ripped from its foundations, 
police said. The walls and roof were 
blown some 300 feet away and 
came to rest up against the house. 
The entrance to the house was 
completely blocked by debris. 
There were no injuries to anyone at 
the residence or any animals.

On the other side of the 8th Line 
from Tiffin, buildings on an Essa 
Township property were mostly 
spared from trees that were flat¬ 
tened by the high winds from Tues¬ 
day's storm. 

The tornado came down again 


just east of the Hoe Doe Valley 
trailer park on the 10th of Line Essa 
Township near the 25th Sideroad. 
Several trailers were damaged and 
one resident was sent to hospital 
with non life-threatening injuries. A 
100-metre long swath of tall trees 
were flattened beginning on the 
east side of the park.

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The world went sickly green

As the world around her turned black, then 
to an eerie sickly green, 77-year-old Joan 
Wishart sat oblivious in her living room 
watching television, when the phone rang. 

"Mom, get into the basement!” her daugh¬ 
ter yelled into the phone. 

"Why.but why?” she asked. 

"Don't ask questions mom, just go!” 

So Wishart, who is unable to walk fast, 
shuffled as quick as she could. Seconds later, 
the top of a giant spruce tree from the neigh¬ 
bour's yard came crashing through her ceil¬ 
ing, right where she had been sitting. 

"I had just made it to the first basement 
step and I heard the crash,” said Wishart, still 
unaware at the time that she was in the centre 
of a tornado. 

Environment Canada said the Enhanced 
F2 Tornado with 180 km/h winds struck 
down in two areas of the village, about 12 
kilometres west of Barrie, causing major dev¬ 
astation to about 100 homes. Rooftops were 
ripped away, entire sides were torn off 
houses, and trees flew through the air. 

Wishart said she hid in the basement with 
her dog until it was over. 

"I was terrified,” she said. 

Ten minutes later she came up to see the 
large tree in her living room, with electrical 
wires dangling and gallons of water pouring 
in. 

"I think I was meant to stay alive a little 
while longer,” she said. 

Wishart's daughter, who works at the 
Angus branch of the Essa Public Library said 
she called her mother when she looked out 
the windows to see an alien-looking planet. 

"The world was suddenly a sickly, pea 
green,” said Joan Wishart. "Everything was 
spinning and spinning - trees and debris. I 
picked up the phone and told mom to ask no 
questions - just get in the basement.” 

Then she told library patrons to get into the 
washrooms. "I just yelled at them, Go, Go, 
Go!” she said. "We all just hunkered down.” 

It was all over in a few minutes. But when 
she went back outside everything in the 
woodsy area looked different. 

"All the trees - they were gone. 

The hum of chainsaws can still be heard 
along the streets of this older neighbourhood 
around Sandsprings Crescent in southwest 
Angus, as workers sweat to clear old growth 
trees that lay on rooftops and stick out of 
shattered windows. Homeowners stare dum- 
founded at the wreckage of uprooted trees 
and piled in every single yard. 

"It was terrifying,” said Ivan Walker, who 
lives a block away from Wishart. "The rain 
didn't come down in raindrops - it was a 
black wall of water.” 

His apple tree lay snapped in half in a 
neighbors yard three houses away. 

Adam MacArthur was out walking his dog 
when the storm hit and suddenly they were 
being pushed backwards and he ran for cover 
at a nearby home. 

"It came on so fast,” said MacArthur, 
another man who feels lucky with only a few 
scratches despite the fact that entire trees 
flew past him. 

On the other side of town, along the 5th

Line of Angus, dozens of newer homes were 
ripped apart like dollhouses - although luck¬ 
ily there were almost no trees in the new sub¬ 
division. One house had no wall, but the bed 
inside was neatly made with a white bed¬ 
spread with a white, smiling teddy bear 
propped on a stool. 

Many residents will not be able to get back 
into their homes for several weeks.

• To clean calcium build-up from 
around the base of your bathroom 
faucet or your shower head, try 
soaking a paper towel in a vinegar 
and water solution and wrapping it 
around the affected areas. Allow 
the damp towels to sit for about an 
hour, then remove and rinse with 
clean water. 

• Create a quick and disposable 
dust pan by wetting a few sheets of 


paper towel and placing them on 
the floor. Sweep dirt onto the tow¬ 
els, then simply fold them up and 
toss in the composter when done. 
The moisture is a magnet for grab¬ 
bing onto dirt particles.
